The government announced that 
six persons were killed and 92 in­ 
jured in the two bomb explosions 
that stampeded the crowd gath­ 
ered yesterday in the city’s cen­ 
tral Plaza De Mayo.

IKE CALMLY RESISTS PRESSURE 
Ev ents o ften co mpel a natio n’s leaders to 
act precipitately whether they want to o r 
no t. But aside fro m all that, a habit o f ex ­ 
pecting urgent actio n fro m the go v ernment 
has gro wn up in many places, ex erting co n­ 
stant and tremendo us pressure o n the leader­ 
ship to “ do so mething.” 
One o f the mo re remarkable features o f 
President Eisenho wer’s tenure in the White 
Ho use is his calm co urage and co nfidence in 
resisting this pressure. 
A President, especially a new o ne, can do 
a lo t o f things to sco re cheap po ints “ fo r 
the reco rd.” He can make heav y demands 
o n Co ngress, adv ertising this “ pro gram” 
well, but kno wing that perhaps o nly a small 
part has chance o f enactment. He can issue 
statements galo re, talk his head o ff, o rder 
many little actio ns that create an atmo s­ 
phere o f achiev ement. 
This so rj o f flurry is dear to many law­ 
makers, who go in heav ily fo r flo ssy appear­ 
ances. They like to get the shiny glass and 
chro me sto re-fro nt up fast, in case so me 
v o ters o r po litical co mpetito rs co me aro und 
fo r an early lo o k. What’s go ing o n behind, 
in the way o f so lid co nstructio n, is no t so 
v ital. 
Mr. Eisenho wer has declined to pro ceed in 
the accepted fashio n. In the specific and 
practical sense, there really is no “ Eisen­ 
ho wer pro gram” y et. Critical defense and 
fo reign aid spending plans hav e no t been 
spelled o ut. Detailed po licies affecting o ur 
relatio ns 
with 
Asia 
and 
Euro pe, 
and 
especially with the new Russian regime, are 
still in the fo rmativ e stage. 
Similarly , the President do esn’t hav e a 
farm pro gram o r a labo r pro gram so far. 
No brightly packaged so cial welfare plan has 
been whipped o ut. 
In mo st all these areas, men in the regu­ 
lar departments o r special co mmissio ns are 
hard at wo rk study ing and ro ughing o ut the 
elements o f new po licy . Here and there the 
administratio n has called fo r renewal o f o ld 
po licies to buy time fo r further study . In a 
few agencies, reo rganizatio n plans hav e been 
o ffered to “ put the ho use in o rder,” really 
a preliminary step to basic actio n. 
To the v eteran po litician, this is all tame 
stuff. He can’t sho ut abo ut it fro m a plat­ 
fo rm. 
But Mr. Eisenho wer remains undisturbed. 
All o bserv ers agree he is in deadly earnest in 
try ing to giv e the presidency his best. He 
means to kno w his jo b, to kno w the facts 
o f go v ernment, befo re he mo v es. He de­ 
mands the same fro m o thers. 
And he believ es the v o ters will judge him

COVENANT ON HUMAN RIGHTS 
Ev ery once in a while, I wearily re-read the 
draft Cov enants on Hu man Rights which the Unit­ 
ed Nations has b een stru ggling to get into shape. 
Mrs. Eleanor Roosev elt has b een its principal ad­ 
v ocate. My ey e recently cau ght Article 10, which 
reads: 
“The State Parties to the Cov enant recognize 
the right ot ev ery one to adequ ate lood, clothing 
and hou sing." 
How can any one decide what is adequ ate ab ou t 
food, for instance? There is a y ou ng lady with 
plenty of money who eats melb a toast, grapefru it, 
and drinks b lack colTce to keep her figu re. Is she 
to b e forced to eat a specified nu mb er of calories 
a day to satisfy the United Nations? Or there is 
a fat man, perhaps a 250-pou nder, a diab etic if 
there ev er was one, who likes nai>oloons with a 
heav y icing on top and who nev er eats pie except 
a la mode. Yet, he is alway s hu ngry . 
Or, in the m atter of clothing, particu larly lor 
women, what is adequ ate? So tar as I hav e ev er 
experienced, as a hu sb and and tat her. no woman 
ev er has enou gh clothes. Comes an occasion and 
she has nothing to wear. This is as tru e of the 
proletariat as it is of the rich ladies who w ear 
mink coats. Is it adequ ate to hav e only one mink 
coat? Can it b e worn in the Spring or Au tu mn? 
Su rely , a woman who owns a mink coat mu st hav e 
a mink stole. 
And :s that adequ ate? Or docs it depend on 
geography ? If there is no Bergdorf Goodman in 
Belgrade, only a hand-me-down store, is that ade­ 
qu ate or inadequ ate? 
And who do y ou su e. if it is inadequ ate? 
Bu t look at Article 11: 
“The States Parties to the Cov enant recognize 
the right of ev ery one to an adequ ate standard of 
liv ing and the continu ou s improv ement of liv ing 
conditions.” 
How csn anv gov ernment gu arantee a continu ­ 
ou s improv ement of liv ing conditions? Let u s say 
that a cou ntry ’s economy depends u pon the export 
of linens. That u sed to b e a b ig item from Czecho­ 
slov akia. Au stria and China. So, someb ody inv ents 
fancy plastic and paper tab le arrangem ents and 
someb ody else inv ents washing machines and there 
are no longer any washerwomen to do home lau n­ 
dering and pfft! goes the fancy linen m arket. 
The total 
family income b ecomes less and 
therefore its standard of liv ing goes down a peg. 
Bu t Article 11 gu arantees a “continu ou s improv e­ 
ment of liv ing conditions.” Who makes u p the dif­ 
ference? Will the good hou sewiv es of Czecho­ 
slov akia su e the United States for preferring 
Kleenex to fancy linen handkerchiefs? 
Or take the simple item of meat. Beef has nev er 
b een too plentifu l on the continent of Eu rope, b u t 
Americans like steaks. If the Eu ropeans get to 
.liking steaks instead of Wiener schnitzel and 
gou lash, there might not b e enou gh steers to go 
arou nd. Who wou ld maintain the b alance of steers, 
or mu st there b e a w ar ab ou t it? 
All this sou nds silly ev en as I w rite it, and it 
is silly . It is impossib le to gu arantee a continu ou sly 
rising standard of liv ing in the face of drou ths, 
floods, disease, wars, v arieties of tastes and hab its. 
Ev en another qu estion arises and I mov e into 
it timorou sly . Is a continoou sly rising standard of 
liv ing good? Are we happier with ny lons than we 
were with lisle hosiery ? Are we really healthier 
with steaks than we were with stews? Does con­ 
tentm ent come from two cars in ev ery garage? 
Many are b eginning to ask those qu estions. I 
am a cliff-dweller. Ev ery month I pay rent for this 
magnificent menage. At the end of 20 y ears, I 
shall still hav e nothing to show for my pains. Mv 
landlord is b eginning to cu t u p the apartm ents in 
this b u ilding into sm aller ones. From 10 rooms, he 
gets three apartm ents. May b e, cne day , he will 
cu t lip my home. The man with a small home in 
the cou ntry may not hav e all the conv eniences of 
my u ltra-high standard of liv ing, b u t he prob ab ly 
liv es a more orderly and composed life. 
Who knows really what a high standard of life 
is? Can ev ery thing b e measu red b y the consu mp­ 
tion of b u tter or are there a few spiritu al v alu es 
su ch as peace of mind? 
Ab ou t all this, I am not su re nor do I b eliev e 
that the United Nations Commission on Hu man 
Rights is su re either. A “continu ed improv ement 
of liv ing conditions” is a tall order in any civ iliza­ 
tion.

THE STUDY OF PAIN 
I hav e w ritten b efore of a footb all captain car­ 
ried into my office with a b roken arm, asking me 
to set it at once as he nev er felt any pain any way . 
Research workers making a stu dy of pain try to 
measu re accu rately the sensation of pain and admit 
that the prob lem has not y et b een solv ed. Thu s, in 
the case of this footb all play er, also a champion 
am ateu r heav y weight b oxer, it was really a fact 
that he was less sensitiv e to pain than his fellow 
play ers. Howev er, I sent him on for an X-ray so 
arm cou ld b e set accu rately , which was done. 
In Postgradu ate Medicine, an editorial reports 
part of the stu dy of pain u nder Dr. Henry K. 
Beecher of the Anesthesia Lab oratory of Harv ard 
Medical School. Sev enteen stu dies were completed 
u nder Dr. Beecher’s direction su pported b y the 
gov ernment, u niv ersities, research cou ncils, and 
v ariou s dru g m anu factu rers. 
The difficu lty in measu ring the amou nt of pain 
present in an indiv idu al is that the research w orker 
cannot possib ly know how mu ch pain an indiv idu al 
can stand b efore he shows it b y his face, nerv es, 
b ody reaction, or other way s. Also, we arc all aware 
that the same degree of pain will cau se different 
reactions in different indiv idu als. 
As stated b efore, the phy sician examining a 
patient has two grou ps of sy mptoms to watch care­ 
fu lly . The first grou p of sy mptoms, the su b jectiv e 
sy mptoms, is w hat the patient tells him ab ou t his 
pain or ache, how it comes on. slowly or rapidly , 
w hether sharp or du ll, how long it lasts, w hether 
it remains in one spot or mov es ab ou t, and any 
other details the patient can tell the doctor. The 
second grou p of sy mptoms is the ob jectiv e sy mp­ 
toms—what the phy sician sees for himself—tem ­ 
peratu re, b lood pressu re, nerv e reflexes, effects of 
heat or cold. 
Among the su b jectiv e sy mptoms are inclu ded 
the m ental state, attention, learning, memory , criti­ 
cal ju dgment, etc. A patient sev erely inju red may 
b e so shocked that he loses some of his sense of 
pain as also do inju red b oxers or hockey or footb all 
play ers, especially if they hav e won the game or 
their b ou t. 
The method of cau sing pain b y heat or other 
artificial method and seeing how’ mu ch of a pain- 
killing dru g is necessary to reliev e the pain is re-, 
jetted b y these H arv ard inv estigators who b eliev e 
that one m u st depend on natu ral pain for conclu siv e 
stu dy of pain. “This b elief is b ased on ob serv ation 
that emotion can b lock pain and that a disregard 
for wou nds is often associated with b locking of

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FLY-BY-NIGHT PEDDLERS 
Fly-by-night peddlers bloom in the spring 
and local residents are warned to beware. 
The Kingston Chamber of Commerce states 
that literally thousands of schemes, meth­ 
ods and gimmicks are used to get people to 
part with money. Some plans usually oper­ 
ated by strangers are cleverly devised and 
within the law, but the promoter often leaves 
town with a very handsome profit at some­ 
one's expense, usually the consumer but 
sometimes merchants themselves. 
The Kingston Chamber of Commerce de­ 
clares that it does not want to interfere with 
anyone’s legitimate business and 
profits. 
Competition is what improves business and 
gives the consumer the best possible values 
for each dollar spent, but the Chamber is 
interested in warning the public against 
schemes which may be designed to be mis­ 
leading. 
The National Better Business Bureau, of 
which the local Chamber is a member, pro­ 
vides a great deal of authentic information 
about many of the schemes. The Chamber 
welcomes inquiries about any type of solici­ 
tations or sales effort, particularly from un­ 
identified persons, if the person contacted 
wants to check on the offers made.

Your local merchant will 
be at the same old stand day in and day out 
and can be contacted directly.

IKE CALMLY RESISTS PRESSURE 
Events often compel a nation’s leaders to 
act precipitately whether they want to or 
not. But aside from all that, a habit of ex­ 
pecting urgent action from the government 
has grown up in many places, exerting con­ 
stant and tremendous pressure on the leader­ 
ship to “do something.” 
One of the more remarkable features of 
President Eisenhower’s tenure in the White 
House is his calm courage and confidence in 
resisting this pressure. 
A President, especially a new one, can do 
a lot of things to score cheap points “for 
the record.” He can make heavy demands 
on Congress, advertising this “program” 
well, but knowing that perhaps only a small 
part has chance of enactment. He can issue 
statements galore, talk his head off, order 
many little actions that create an atmos­ 
phere of achievement. 
This sorj of flurry is dear to many law­ 
makers. who go in heavily for flossy appear­ 
ances. They like to get the shiny glass and 
chrome store-front up fast, in case some 
voters or political competitors come around 
for an early look. What’s going on behind, 
in the way of solid construction, is not so 
vital. 
Mr. Eisenhower has declined to proceed in 
the accepted fashion. In the specific and 
practical sense, there really is no “Eisen­ 
hower program’’ yet. Critical defense and 
foreign aid spending plans have not been 
spelled out. Detailed policies affecting our 
relations 
with 
Asia 
and 
Europe, 
and 
especially with the new Russian regime, are 
still in the formative stage. 
Similarly, the President doesn’t have a 
farm program or a labor program so far. 
No brightly packaged social welfare plan has 
been whipped out. 
In most all these areas, men in the regu­ 
lar departments or special commissions are 
hard at work studying and roughing out the 
elements of new policy. Here and there the 
administration has called for renewal of old 
policies to buy time for further study. In a 
few agencies, reorganization plans have been 
offered to “put the house in order,” really 
a preliminary step to basic action. 
To the veteran politician, this is all tame 
stuff. He can’t shout about it from a plat­ 
form. 
But Mr. Eisenhower remains undisturbed. 
All observers agree he is in deadly earnest in 
trying to give the presidency his best. He 
means to know his job, to know the facts 
of government, before he moves. 
He de­ 
mands the same from others. 
And he believes the voters w ill judge him

o th er details the patient can tell the doctor. The 
second group of sym ptom s is the objective sym p­ 
tom s—w hat the physician sees for him self—tom - • 
perature, blood pressure, nerve reflexes, effects of 
heat or cold. 
Among the subjective sym ptom s are included 
the m ental state, attention, learning, m em ory, c riti­ 
cal judgm ent, etc. A patient severely injured m ay 
bo so shocked th at he loses some of his sense of 
pain as also do injured boxers or hockey or football 
players, especially if they have won the gam e or 
th eir bout. 
The m ethod of causing pain by heat or oth er 
artificial m ethod and seeing how m uch of a pain­ 
killing drug is necessary to relieve the pain is re­ 
jected by these H arvard investigators who believe 
th at one m ust depend on n atural pain for conclusive 
study of pain.

than 
meats. For the most part, m eat 
prices held about the same as a 
week ago. 
V e g e t a b l e 
counters

cram m ed with good quality prod­ 
uce, often a t attractive prices. 
Outstanding values reported 
by 
stores in many sections of the 
country included cabbage, carrots, 
celery, lettuce, onions and pota­ 
toes. Spinach was added to the 
list of good buys, and many stores 
featured fresh sw’eet corn. 
The wholesale produce m arkets, 
carefully watching price trends, 
noted that cucumbers were mov­ 
ing into a reasonable price range. 
They also reported that tomatoes 
were a little lower and recom ­ 
mended 
small 
peppers 
as 
rep­ 
resenting better value than the 
larger ones. 
Asparagus, mentioned frequent­ 
ly by stores in recent weeks as a 
good buy, Crept up a bit in price 
this week. Beans and beets also 
edged higher. 
Difficult to Spot Trends 
It was difficult to detect lower 
price trends among meats. Rather, 


it was largely a m atte r of partic­ 
ular items being chosen by dif­ 
ferent stores and chains as weck- 
end features. 
Among 
specials 
reported 
by 
stores in various parts of the 
country were ground beef, chuck 
roast, round roast, round steak 
and legs and rumps of veal. 
Sirloin steak and rib roast, long 
available at bargain prices, re ­ 
mained the same in most stores, 
but in some were up two to four 
cents a pound. Pork chops and leg 
of lamb were mostly unchanged in 
price. Frying chickens were down 
four to eight cents a pound in 
some stores and up two to six 
cents in others. 
B utter prices were about the 
same, but the cost of a dozen 
eggs moved up as much as four 
cents in some cities. Wholesale 
men said eggs were higher in the 
midwest because many are being 
purchased for storage by packers 
and the arm ed forces.

The 38-year-old Gross’ attorney, 
J acob W. Friendman, is sched­ 
uled to appear today in Special 
Sessions Court, 
Brooklyn, 
in a 
second attempt this year to seek 
a sentence reduction. The grand 
jury asked that its feelings be 
brought to the attention of the 
court. - 
Gross, who once sran a 20-mil- 
lion-dollar-a-year bodkmaking en-' 
terprise, has completed about two 
and a half years of the sentence. 
Conv icted in 1951 
Gross was conv icted in Special 
Sessions Court Sept. 25, 1951—a 
week a fter his refusal to testify 
for the prosecution wrecked the 
criminal conspiracy 
trial of 
18 
policemen accused of sharing in 
his graft payments of one million 
1 dollars a year. 
Kings County J udge Samuel S. 
Leibowitz, in whose court Gross 
refused to testify, imposed a sen­ 
tence of fiv e years for contempt. 
Papers in this sentencing, how­ 
ev er, hav e not been signed by the 
judge. Leibowitz directed yester­ 
day that Gross be brought be foie 
him next Wednesday to clear up 
the matter.

Judge Says Religion, 
Family Unity Will 
Lessen Delinquency 


A complete lack 
of religious 
training and 
of 
home 
environ­ 
ment, were cited 
as 
the chief 
causes for juvenile delinquency in 
this and other cities, by John M. 
Cashin. county judge, when he ad­ 
dressed a meeting of the Ulster 
County Women** Republican Club 
Wednesday evening, in the Gover­ 
nor Clinton Hotel. 
Cornett in Like Kiting Tide 
Having presided in Children’s 
Court for the past 
nine years. 
Judge Cashin said the juvenile de­ 
linquency is "not bad in our city, 
compared to others of like size. I 
wish I could say it is better but 
it is not. 
We have our share of 
juvenile delinquency. 
It runs in 
waves; sometimes it is quiet and 
we think we have it controlled. 
when suddenly ii comes in like a 
rising tide. and may continue for 
a period of six weeks 
to 
two 
months.” 
Judge 
Cashin 
outlined 
many 
causes for youthful temptations, 
which were non-existent in former 
generations. 
"Because of all the 
tem ptations that are placed in the 
children’s 
paths, 
it 
is 
all 
tho 
more reason why there should Ik1 
a closer knit home life and spirit­ 
ual uprising. 
"I have no answ*er to the prob­ 
lem, and I don’t think anyone else 
has, but as sure as day follows 
night, w here the home environ­ 
m ent 
is 
good; 
where 
parents 
watch their children’s education 
and church life, you seldom find 
a child charged with juvenile de­ 
linquency.” 
When questioned about vandal­ 
ism in the city, Judge Cashin re­ 
plied it was the result of the total 
disregard of respect for property 
rights, which has been evidenced 
from the high levels and right on 
down the line to the children. 
Court Phase* Outlined 
The many phases of the Chil­ 
dren’s 
Court 
were outlined 
by 
Judge Cashin, who described his 
court as an intensely human one 
dealing with children from seven 
to 16 years of age In making his 
dtcision with respect to any child, 
his param ount idea is the welfare 
of that particular child, he told 
his listeners, and said the system 
of probation has been veiy effec­ 
tive. "I don’t think the percentage 
cf repeaters has bren greater than 
one or two per cent of all the 
cases during a given year.” 
For the past two or three years, 
under

amendment, 
the 
Judge said his court has been 
handling support proceedings foi* 
wives and children, and mentioned 
a sum of 875.000 which had been 
collected during the past year. 
"W ithout the means at our com­ 
mand to follow up these cases.”

added to the welfare departm ent’s 
budget.

Fishing Editor 


In North Carolina, the fish- 
management boys have developed 
a new feeding program, so that 
the state is now producing two 
pounds of hatchery trout for what 
it cost to raise one pound three 
years ago. They are growing 9 to 
10-inch trout in 15 months, in­ 
stead of two years. 
In Utah, the high cost of feed 
and the disappearance of horse 
meat 
got the e x e r ts hopping, 
and they came up with a process 
tor the utilization of trash fish 
such as carp and chubs mixed in 
trout leeds. 
New Hampshire is getting more 
and better blood stock by using 
artificial daylight. It’s no news to 
chicken farmers, but the fish boys 
discovered that if they gave the 
parent trout a longer ‘‘day’.’ early 
in the winter by the use of elec­ 
tric 
lights 
over 
the 
hatchery, 
they could shorten the daylight 
come summer and thus simulate 
fall. 
Light is one of the determining 
factors in spawning, and being fall 
spawners 
the 
trout 
developed 
their eggs by August — because 
they 
think 
ifs 
October. 
New 
York state is stepping up its sal­ 
mon program, trying to establish 
new waters for landlocked salmon 
and Pacific sockeye. Most of this 
work is top secret.

A white or yellow fly for cast­ 
ing over sea grass and a two-color 
black and white fly for casting 
over bright sand are all you need. 
Bucktail is more durable than 
feather wings, and. incidentally, 
it casts easier.
